Nov. Building Hits 
$531,100 Total 


A total of 48 building permits, au- 
thorizing $531,100 worth of construc- 
tion of all types. were issued by the 
city during November. 

Comparing the figure with the 
$524,300 worth of building author- 
izeq during the same month last 
year, City Building Inspector J. D. 
Steiger observed that the trend of 


—-lbuilding activity was still upward. 


The permits issued last month in- 
cluded those for 33 new homes, at 
an aggregate cost of $370,000; 10 
permits for residence alterations, 
totaling $12.600: three nonresidences 
‘at a cost of $124,000; one $24,000 tri- 
plex and one residence move, $500. 

During the same month last year 
there were 67 permits issued, in- 
cluding those for 53 homes, one du- 
plex, two residence alterations, nine 
nonresidences, one four-unit apart- 
iment and one nonresidence altera- 
tion. 

High month for this year is June, 
when permits for $1,041,700 worth of 
construction were issued.

MORE PARKING PLAZAS 


While we realize the project still is in the planning stage 
and many time-consuming steps will be necessary before it 
can be undertaken, the proposal to construct more off-street 

parking for the Santa Cruz avenue business district west of 
_ the plaza might well be made secondary to attaining more use 
of the present parking area. 


If the westward extension of the avenue business dist- 
rict continues, doubtless there will come the time when more 
off-street parking space would be desirable. 


Meantime, wouldn’t it be better to make more use of the 
present sizable plaza? Only a part of it is in general use, 
yet there is traffic congestion in the very area it was intended 
to benefit. Double parking is common at peak shopping hours 

and there is vehicular congestion on intersecting streets, not- 
ably Doyle and Curtis. 


One step in that direction was taken last week when the 
city council ordered one-hour parking on the entire stretch of 
Santa Cruz westward to University drive. It will take effect 
as soon as signs can be placed. 


The limitation—assuming it will be enforced—may result 
in some increased use of the vast expanse of the parking plaza. 


im) 


One hour is a generous limit in a heavily-used shopping 
district. City Manager Cecil Longson informs us that in the 
future a shorter parking time may be necessary, but that it is 
not in prospect now. If Santa Qruz ever reaches a complete 
commercial buildup as far westward as University, a 30-min- 
ute limit might even be needed. 


| 


Such a brief limit could work for the convenience of 
“‘quickie’’ shoppers, who have perhaps a single store to visit, 
by keeping the curbs open for them, while those doing more 
lengthy shopping could make use of off-street areas with no 
concern about being ‘‘tagged”’ by police. Double parking by 
the ‘‘one-stop’’ shoppers might be eliminated, or at least re- 
duced. 


There naturally has been no great inclination by shoppers 
to make use of the plaza so long as there was unlimited park- 
ing time on some of the avenue. 


We definitely are committed to progress in Menlo Park, 
but we think it would be far more desirable to bring about 
heavier use of the existing facilities than to jump into more 
parking areas, with purchase or condemnation of land required 
and razing of buildings that stand in the way.

PROPOSED NPA ANNEXATION 


Elsewhere on this page appears a letter from a member 
of a group in North Palo Alto that opposes the proposed an- 
nexation to Menlo Park. It sets forth some interesting views 
that are worthy of comment. 

One of them is that there has been a ‘’preponderance of 
‘pro’ articles’’ regarding the proposal and that the letter’s 
author would like this newspaper and NPA residents to know 
there is an ‘‘anti movement afoot.” 

It is true that there has been considerable news published 
regarding the annexation proposal. There have been several 
accounts published of activities of a North Palo Alto Resi- 
dents’ association committee that studied the annexation ques- 
tion and made recommendations to the full membership. 

While the association, as a body, has not taken a stand 
for or against annexation, it has decided to circulate peti- 
tions calling for an election so all the residents of the area can 
voice their wishes. The association’s committee did recom- 
mend annexation in preference to creating an entirely new 
city by incorporation. Joining Palo Alto would be highly com- 
plicated if not legally impossible because it would involve 
“jumping” the county line. 

The RECORDER is happy to open its columns to the con- 
tentions of the Committee Against Annexation to Menlo Park. 
Certainly it should have opportunity to present its case. 

There cre valid arguments against annexation just as 
there are for annexation, depending on one’s own feelings. 
Taxes for the area of course would be higher; on the other 
hand there would be municipal services not now provided. 

It appears to us that the NPA Residents’ association, with 
its neutral stand, simply has taken the wisest course—that is, 
to submit the question to a special election and settle, prob- 
ably finally, a recurrent issue. 

The RECORDER concurs with the city council of Menlo 
Park in its view of the proposal: That is, if the residents of 
North Palo Alto want annexation, the area would be a de- 
sirable one for the city, even though council in its planning 
for the future had not contemplated expanding the city’s 
southeastern boundary below Willow road. 

There will be ample time before an election can be held 
for both sides to present their views, and both may be sure 
the RECORDER will welcome their expressions and give them

(S Is Problem

At last week’s council meeting the 
major portion of the evening was 
given over to a discussion of the 
future extension of Willow road. Alf 
Brandin, business manager for Stan- 
ford university, presented E. Elmore 
Hutchison of the firm of Punnett- 
Parez and Hutchison, which is work- 
ing out a master plan for the ulti- 
mate residential development of the 
Stanford lands. 

The preliminary studies indicat- 
ed the natural route for the traffic 
to be built up back of the campus 
would be a highway following the 
southerly bank of San Francis- 
quito creek to El Camino. 

That is where Menlo Park comes 
in, for to continue across El Cam- 
ino to Bayshore highway and Dum- 
barton bridge via Willow road means 
crossing either the completely built 
up Palo Alto side of the creek, or 
traversing the as yet undeveloped 
Linfield Oaks. At first blush logic 
would seem to call for the latter 
route. 

The plan proposed by Stanford 
calls for an overpass-underpass ar- 
rangement for the crossing of El 
Camino, the railroad tracks and the 
creek into Linfield Oaks, and then 
crossing Middlefield road at Willow. 

The highway would be a divided 
freeway with a 120-foot right of 
way. 

The financing of such a highway 
as the one proposed would be dif- 
ferent because of the expensive El 
Camino-railroad-c reek crossing. 
The creek bed itself would have 
to be straightened but this is prob- 
ably inevitable in any case, as 
with the building up of the back 
area, it will be called upon to car- 
ry more and more storm water. 

The proposed highway, however, 
would seriously interfere with the 
development as now approved of 
the Linfield Oaks tract. It would 
make most of the creek frontage 
useless for development, it would 
cut off the proposed Middlefield 
road shopping center from Palo Alto 
where the bulk of the patronage 
would be expected to originate, and 
would bisect our “garden-type” of- 
fice building development for which 
we have great hopes in the near 
future. 

Unless the owners of the substan- 
tial amount of acreage involved 
were paid now for the property re- 
quired it would be inequitable, for 
they are in the process of putting 
in the streets and building now. 

Yet there is no money in sight 
to pay for right of way. Construc- 
tion itself is some years off, as 
there iy a difference of opinion as 
to whether the need for this route 
will ever justify the large expend- 
iture of money required. 

The city council instructed the 
city engineer to make a study to seo 
if a route more acceptable to the 
Menlo Park interests could not be 
worked out.

Officer Reports 
On Status of 
NSLI Dividends 


Floyd D. Granger, veterans serv- 
ice officer, San Mateo county, re- 
ports that a recent report on the 
Status of national service life insur- 
ance special dividend payments, re- 
veals that 14,593,442 checks. covering 
special NSLI dividend payments of 
$2,655,103,870.36 were issued through 
Oct. 26, 1950. 

At the end of the bulk run on June 
15, 1950 over 369,000 applications re- 
mained to be processed. These were 
the ones requiring special handling 
because of lack of one or more serial 
numbers, incorrect addresses, lack 
of signature, etc. There was a large 
number of confused accounts in 
which additional information was 
requested from the army or navy. 

In some cases there was no en- 
titlement as the dividend was used 
to liquidate overpayments of other 
monetary benefits. The veterans ad- 
ministration was holding more than 
30,000 dividend checks at close of 
business Nov. 6, 1950. About 2000 
applications are still being received 
each week, which are being handled 
currently. 

Granger recommends that veter- 
ans who filed sometime ago and be- 
lieve their applications were com- 
plete, received an acknowledgment 
of their application and to date have 
received no dividend payment, write 
to Veterans Administration Nation- 
al Service Life Insurance, Special 
Projects Division, Washington, D. C., 
supplying full name, present and 
former addresses, all insurance poli- 
cy numbers, service serial numbers, 
dates of entrance into and separa- 
tion from active service, giving 
branch of service and dividend ap- 
plication number appearing on ac- 
knowledgment card,

New Social Security 
Domestic Help 


Included 
After Jan. 1 


Many thousands of persons will be 
required to file social security re- 
turns on domestic help after Janu- 
ary 1, Collector of Internal Revenue 
James G. Smyth pointed out this 
week, 

Under the provisions of the new 
social security act, anyone employing 
domestic help 24 days in a three- 
month period and paying at least 
$50 in cash wages must file a social 
security return and report the wages 
paid in the month following the 
completion of the quarterly period. 

A small booklet, which includes 
an application blank for an em- 
Pployers’ social security number, 
may now be obtained at post of- 
fices ang internal revenue offices. 

This booklet outlines the types of 

domestic help to be included in 

filing social security returns. 


Generally, maids, launderesses, 
housekéepers, cooks, nursemaids,

The RECORDER: 

In your recent issues there has 
been much to-do about the proposed 
annexation of North Palo Alto to the 
City of Menlo Park and the pre- 
ponderance of “pro” articles has led 
me to take pen in hand to inform 
you, and the people of North Palo 
Alto, that there is an “anti” move- 
ment afoot in our neighborhood.

Sewer District 
Annexation Killed 


Directors of the Menlo Park sani- 
tary district rejected in a special 
meeting last Friday night a proposal 
for annexation of the Belle Haven 
sewer maintenance district on 
grounds an unreasonable cost burden 
would be assumed. 

Such maintenance cost, the Menlo 
Park hoard held, would be inequit- 
able for its district. It noted that the 
Belle Haven district’s sewers are con- 
siderably substandard and that its 
tax rate is 48 cents in contrast to 25 
cents for the Mienlo Park sanitary 
district. 

The board’s action was on a pe- 
tition by Belle Haven residents re- 
questing annexation. 

The Belle Haven sewer mainten- 
ance district is administered by the 
San Mateo coynty board of super- 
visors. 

CONNECTION OFFERED 

The Menlo Park district board 
adopted a resolution offering the 
Belle Haven district the right to 
connect to the former’s sewage dis- 
posal plant under the same condi- 
tions contracted with the federal 
government for the Menlo Park Vet- 
erans’ hospital. 

Regular meeting of the Menlo 
Park district board will be held Dec. 
11, at which time it is expected bids 
will be called for construction of 
the sewage treatment plant, pump- 
ing plant and connecting force main. 
These will be the final major bids 
in the district’s overall sewage dis- 
posal project.
